IXTEEN thousand square miles 

lot territory! True, dwarfs face 

the maginficent distances the great 

expanses beyond the Mississippi, but when 

one starts traveling the territory contained 

within those 16,000 square miles, there 
plenty travel space. 

And when one looks over the population 
statistics that part Kentucky that 
makes the Diocese Covington and finds 
that there are 1,350,466 human beings 
that area, one becomes breathless. But 
one’s breath-taking experience does not 
know how many fellow Catholics 
live those 16,000 square miles Ken- 
tucky. find that there are some 
(or one every twenty who 
share that blessed Faith with me. Star- 
tling? Yes. Therefore, Catholic sense 
does not let stop there. 
moves find out where our Catholic 


people, our Catholic churches, our Catholic 


schools, and our Catholic hospitals are 
located. This easy. find them very 
few minutes located, for the most part, 
the northern and central part the 
diocese. And few elsewhere! 


Counties Without Priests 

Now curious, set out find 
out how many Catholics the diocese are 
without churches and resident priests. Now 
comes the really startling fact! find that 
there are counties the diocese that 
have within their borders neither church 
hor priest. Since the entire diocese com- 
prised counties, this means almost 
half the diocese true mission territory. 
had read about Japan, China, Africa, 
India, and other far-off mission countries, 
but right here, comparatively small 


diocese, there vast mission land. 


one seemed care very much about 
home mission field. had poor press. 
was practically abandoned fallow 


area, but there are more than 1,300,- 


March vocation 
month. need hundreds Priests, 
Brothers, and Sisters for parishes, 
schools, and missions the United 
States, say nothing foreign lands. 
need more Catholics the learned 
professions and other important areas 
civil life. 


000 souls harvested. Having been 
reared farm, thought, “What would 
father there were 1,300,000 
bushels wheat harvested?” Would 
just sit down and fold his hands? 
should say not! First, would determine 
the number harvest hands needed, and 
then would set out engage them. 
asked myself, “How many laborers are 
needed this vast field Christ’s, ripe 
for the harvest?” Careful checking showed 
that there were 117 priests, laboring 
parishes, missions, and stations. Most 
the parishes, said before, were con- 
centrated the northern section the 
diocese. What discovery! Obviously, there 
was only one practical thing done. 
More helpers must secured! Any child 
could see that. 


Recruiting Harvesters 

The thought was born that perhaps 
workers could recruited from other parts 
the country. After all, farmers the 
local employment office get help meet 
their needs. This was different kind 
farm, though, and one for which laborers 
were difficult secure. Larger dioceses 
distant places might send helpers 
basis, but there was em- 
ployment office where one 
priests, Sisters, and Brothers. 

Just about the time one was getting set 
ask for help from other places, the National 
Catholic Rural Life Conference published

For nearly 
years another organization, the Catholic 
Church Extension Society, had pleaded, 
preached, and begged for the Home Mis- 
sions. Would people ever listen their 
pleas? Would they ever see the true mis- 
sion picture? Alas, the more fortunate 
could not see the forest for the trees. 
look elsewhere for vocations would folly. 
The “New Look” said, your own 
diocese.” 

“Faint heart never won fair lady.” 
Strong-hearted men were needed for the 
quest. With resolute determination must 
start. Now, right now, was the acceptable 
time. And our own diocese was the place. 
were pilgrimage into the land 
youth, for vocations the priesthood and 
the religious life, 

That pilgrimage would many 
years’ duration. All agreed would 
round-the-calendar job. Only such pro- 
gram would make sense. 

But our age, had schooled people 
“spot” programs. the radio, high- 
powered salesmen featured their wares 
month month.

Your coat 
the month! This type advertising had 
become commonplace that was part 
the nature the age.

order plan this pro- 
gram needed help, call for inter- 
ested people went out. had very 
zealous gathering LaSalette Academy 
November, 1945, the Friday and 
Saturday following Thanksgiving. Priests, 
Brothers, and Sisters met there with their 
Bishop. Everyone was eager work. God 
loved their work, and prayer was the 
essence their life. Small wonder, then, 
that this group called those two days 
vocation like think heard 
chuckle from St. Joseph. knows what 
workshop is. 

Brain work, manual work, work every 
description had place that meeting 
room. Vocal prayer, mental prayer, in- 
dividual and group prayer; all were re- 
sorted to. From the prayer and work 
those days came forth our vocation pro- 
gram. 

St. Joseph, whom God loves, must 
have been very weary man when 
beheld the program for the month 
March, 1946. Activities prayer and work 
were spread throughout the entire month. 
Not even the Bishop was exempt from par- 
ticipation. After all, was his diocese. 
its bishop, his duty was supply. the 
man power for the missions. All the rest 


the members the diocese would 
his helpers. 

Before inaugurating the month, the Bis- 
hop wrote personal letter each priest, 
asking for wholehearted co-operation 
the vocation program. Sermons voca- 
tions were preached all the parishes 
the diocese the first Sunday 
March. 


Organizing the Laity 


appropriate vocation prayer was 
composed one the diocesan priests. 
Copies were distributed all the children 
the parish schools with the request that 
the prayer said the entire family each 
day before the evening meal. 

Solemn pontificial Masses, pontifical 
low Masses were held almost daily 
various churches the diocese. Youth 
the several age levels were assembled, and 
sang the pontifical Mass congregationally. 
each occasion the Bishop preached 
sermon vocations. might noted 
that earlier the morning the young 
people attended Mass their parish 
church and received Holy Communion from 
the hands their respective pastors. 

Meetings parish groups such Holy 
Name Societies, Christian Mothers, Altar 
Societies, and various fraternal groups, 
were addressed the priests, seminarians, 
religious, laymen the need voca- 
tions for the work the diocese. 

Recognizing that vital any pro- 
gram vocations secure the interest 
and the active co-operation the parents, 
Parent-Teacher groups and Parent-Edu- 
cator units also received carefully prepared 
talks vocations. the home that 
the birthplace and the nursery vocations.

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Fostering Vocations High School 


VER have the words: “The harvest 

great; the laborers, rung with 
truer peal than our present age. The 
harvest increasing daily incredible 
numbers; and God His all-wise prov- 
idence calling proportionate number 
laborers, who, incredible numbers, 
are refusing the divine invitation. 
recent survey conducted among 897 Cath- 
olic high school students, 249 stated that 
they had never considered becoming 
priest, brother, nun; while 648 ad- 
mitted that they had considered for 
period least four six years; this 
number only 127 have made final decision 
embrace the religious life. 

Our youth today confronted with 
various obstacles, obstacles that are 
thwarting God’s plans; these that 
must concentrate our attention. From 
the findings survey made five 
novitiates coupled with those five high 
schools and the suggestions some spirit- 
ual directors, shall consider the major 
obstacles prevailing today. 


Indifference

You Believe Germs? 
Sister John Joseph, 


dear Sister Innominata: 

Not very long ago man from the 
Child Welfare Bureau came sell our 
PTA the idea that all children should 
completely immunized against the 
acute infectious diseases possible 
present. Knowing your deep interest all 
that pertains the welfare your “dar- 
lings” decided share his sales talk 
with you. 

The first sentence was “Do you believe 
germs?” That made bit indignant, 
changed from indignation guilt 
for made realize how very slightly 
that belief influenced actions. 

remembered how just last week 
gave fourth grade Jack paper handker- 
chief that had been pocket. 
certainly needed it, but that pocket! 
could easily put that boy 
shame. When thought own 
not-too-clean handkerchief, the odd bits 
string and paper and the old insect speci- 
men box with which that bit tissue had 
been hobnobbing, sent fervent 
Gratias” that Jack had Jost his sniffles after 
using instead developing new ones. 

most us, “germs germs,” just 
“pigs pigs,” but the biologist they 
tepresent broad, fascinating field 
Which one may wander for lifetime and 
cover only partially. 


What Are Germs? 

Germs microorganisms they are 
known technically are divided into sev- 
large groups. these, the yeasts, 
molds, and bacteria belong the world 
plants. Some, such those causing malaria 
and amoebic dysentery are animals, while 
the all living 

ings occupy present anomalous 
the biological world. 

All germs are not harmful man. 
the contrary, many are his very good 
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friends or, worst, friendly enemies. 
Without these would not have our 
flavorful— 
plants would not able obtain the 
nitrogen they need flourish and produce 
food for and undecayed dead bodies 
would piled high the Tower 
Babel. 

The harmful germs most interest 
teachers are the bacteria and viruses, 
for these cause the acute infectious dis- 
eases which wreak such havoc the life 
and health school children. Unfortun- 
ately many these diseases begin with 
symptoms resembling those the common 
cold. Parents and teachers who disregard 
such symptoms children may, allow- 
ing them mingle freely with others, be- 
come the indirect cause epidemic 
one another the acute infectious 
diseases. 

When the causal organisms disease 
are carried droplets blown, sneezed, 
coughed from the nose throat, they are 
known “air-borne” diseases. has been 
shown that most the organisms the 
droplets can destroyed ultraviolet 
light rays. Therefore many schools have 
installed their classrooms lights which 
will produce such rays. When the lights 
are used conscientiously and according 
directions, the incidence disease 
markedly reduced. Some teachers, however, 
consider them nuisance and refuse use 
them. They thereby become the responsi- 
ble cause disease among their pupils. 

The diseases caused bacteria are 
scarlet fever, streptococcal sore throat, 
rheumatic fever, diphtheria, and whooping 
cough. Tetanus, while not common, 
should not forgotten. The common virus 
diseases are chickenpox, smallpox, measles, 
mumps, and polio. 

Although each disease has its own spe- 
cific set symptoms, some are common 
all. Any child who languid, headachy, 


nauseated, and should suspect. 


possible under existing conditions. 
should under circumstances allowed 
mingle freely with the other children. 


Disease Carriers 


When one child class develops 
communicable disease every susceptible 
child the class potential carrier 
that disease. the case scarlet fever, 
measles, chickenpox, and diphtheria, any 
toys, papers, books handled the sick 
child should thoroughly sterilized de- 
stroyed. Their desks also, should thor- 
oughly cleaned with soap and water. 

Sometimes people unacquainted with the 
length time germs will live such 
articles hesitate destroy them their 
nature sterilization impractical. One such 
instance cost the lives several children. 
The maid home was told destroy 
all the toys and books used child 
the family during attack scarlet 
fever. This maid was thrifty soul and 
the articles were almost new, she sent 
them her sister’s children instead de- 
stroying them. They, turn, shared them 
with their playmates. The result was 
number cases virulent form scar- 
let fever. Several the children died and 
another died complications arising after 
apparent recovery. 

Children returning school after 
infectious disease should treated with 
all possible consideration. Many them 
return soon their quarantine lifted 
and have not recovered their normal 
strength and resistance. The wise teacher 
will grant them frequent rest periods and 
every way help and encourage them. 


All Diseases Dangerous 
Many parents and teachers too are 
inclined treat diseases” 
lightly. They reason that most children get 
them soon later and the sooner they 
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have them and “get over with,” the 
better for all concerned. Such people how- 
ever, not realize what “children’s dis- 
eases” may child. They certainly 
would not push child into burning 
room and expect emerge unharmed. 
Infectious diseases are potentially dan- 
gerous and deadly fire. Even mild 
attack one them may leave its 
wake trail complications that will 
either kill child effectually cripple 
for period years. Then too, bacteria 
and viruses tend become more virulent 
they pass from person person and 
organism that began life weakling, 
capable producing only mild symptoms, 
may after passing through several chil- 
dren become strong enough produce 
very malignant form disease. 

not always sick child who dis- 
tributes disease germs among its associates. 
child may naturally resistant 
infectious disease but carry its germs about 
with him. may happen, too, that after 
recovering from disease child will re- 
tain his body the organisms capable 
causing it. Such children are known 
“carriers” and they often leave trail 
suffering and sorrow behind them. The 
presence carrier should always 
suspected when cases infectious dis- 
ease appear and reappear even after every 
precaution has been taken safeguard 
susceptible children. such case every 
child school neighborhood should 
effort locate the source infection. 

Diphtheria carriers will very often have 
irritating nasal discharge. Any child who 
has chronic, crusty sore under one 
both nostrils should examined without 
delay. 

Carriers disease producing bacteria 
are more less easily located examina- 
tion discharges, but virus carriers are 
not easily found. Any convicted carrier 
however, whether bacteria virus, 
should put under quarantine and treat- 
ment once. They should not released 
from quarantine until laboratory examina- 
tions show them completely free from 
dangerous germs. Since this sometimes 
long and difficult period -for the child, 
teachers should not make harder im- 
portunate demands that they return 
school. 


Immunization 

Several times the term resistance “im- 
munity” has been used. this meant 
the ability overcome destroy disease 
germs which find their way into the body. 
are born with this ability usually 
called “natural immunity.” pick 
during our lifetime known “ac- 
quired immunity.” 

Disease germs always present definite 
challenge the body. Their entrance into 
sounds alarm were, which auto- 
matically sets motion certain defense 
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mechanisms. all possess more less 
natural immunity which holds the invader 
bay until the body can either produce 
new line defense marshall those 
soldiers has previously drafted and 
trained. The degree illness depends upon 
the relative strengths the opposing 
forces. 

For hundreds years people believed 
that specific immunity could acquired 
only having the disease. Just when man 
first realized that could protect himself 
without suffering violent illness not 
know, but when Lady Mary Wortley Mon- 
talented and vivacious English- 
woman, much given writing letters 
accompanied her husband Constanti- 
nople 1716, she found the Turks prac- 
ticing primitive form vaccination 
against smallpox. Since smallpox was al- 
ways present that city, she had her two 
daughters beautiful and mar- 
protect their “chances for suitable mar- 
addition she had her whole 
household immunized. 

When she returned England she at- 
tempted popularize the practice there. 
She did not succeed, because the method 
used that time was bind scab taken 
from smallpox patient, the scarified 
skin the person protected. was 
impossible control the results such 
treatment and not surprising that 
did not achieve wide popularity. 

the present time thanks Pasteur 
and his successors man can, and should, 
protect himself against many diseases. Bi- 
ological research has perfected and re- 
fined the various immunizing agents that 
extremely rare hear unfavorable 
results following their use. For long time 
was impossible protect against most 
the virus diseases, for viruses grow only 
living tissue. The discovery that they 
could cultured the living embryos 
fertile eggs has swept away that difficulty 
however and can now hope for protec- 
tion against these enemies also. 

Every child can protected very satis- 
factorily against the following: diphtheria, 
smallpox, whooping cough, tetanus, and 
typhoid fever. They can partially pro- 
tected against measles and scarlet fever. 

Agents which force the body produce 
its own defensive substances give more 
complete and lasting protection that im- 
mune agents produced another animal 
body and then injected into susceptible 
subject. Toxoids and vaccines are examples 
the first type; antitoxins and immune 
serums are typical the second. Such sera 
produce immunity which involves 
more effort the part the body re- 
ceiving than exercised glass when 
water poured into it, and known 
passive immunity. useful when rapid 
protection needed, but not all 
should reinforced and made 
permanent the use vaccines toxoids 
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soon possible after the emergency 
calling for transient immunity has passed, 

The active immunity produced 
cines and toxoids produced slowly, over 
period which varies with the 
substance used, and its production always 
some degree discomfort. The re. 
sults terms protection however 
greatly exceed any slight discomfort 
fered. Such immunity more less 
ing and the only type relied upon, 
Passive immunization should used only 
mergency measure protect those 
who have not been actively immunized, 

Active immunization should begin early, 
Babies can safely immunized against 
whooping cough the age three four 
months. the time they are six months 
old immunization against whooping cough, 
diphtheria, smallpox, and tetanus should 
have been started. child should 
prived this protection. There are most 
localities centers which distribute the nec- 
essary material private physicians 
clinics. Most places too, arrange im- 
munize poor needy children free 
cost. 

intervals several years cus- 
tomary give “booster These 
stimulate increased production 
tive substances and reinforce those already 
present. this way child may pro- 
tected throughout the entire critical period 
growth and development. 

Statistics show that during the past 
years the death rate among children, from 
the acute infectious diseases, has dropped 
steadily. The greatest drop found 
those diseases against which protection 
possible. cover-all immunization was 
more generally practiced the decrease 
the death rate would really spectacular. 

Protection against tetanus has been men- 
tioned several times. This not listed with 
the acute infectious diseases but every child 
should protected against it. Splinters, 
cuts, lacerations, any type puncture 
wound may potential sources 
tion. The best known symptom the dis- 
ease lockjaw, but that only one 
festation it. one who has seen 
animal child the convulsions accom- 
panying tetanus would ever again deprive 
children protection against it. Any child 
not immunized against should receive 
shot antitoxin soon possible after 
infliction even small puncture wound 
and just laughs the wound, don’t let 
discourage you you’ve been wiser than 
may find his sorrow. 


Physical Examinations 


Another disease cannot ignore 
berculosis. not possible present 
immunize against this but certainly 
protect children from it. They should 
carefully shielded from possible sources 
infection and should have thorough phys 
ical examination once year. This 
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should include tuberculin test. 
this positive should followed 
X-rays. The Antituberculosis League 
usually very co-operative arranging 
for the examination needy children. 

children live communities where 
the water supply not safeguarded, they 
should immunized against typhoid fever. 
This can done very early and should 
all means done before child enters 
school. 

Teachers can much prevent the 
spread disease. addition encourag- 
ing immunization and segregating children 
who seem even slightly ill, they should 
discourage certain customs dear childish 
hearts. These include the promiscuous shar- 
ing cups, towels, apples, ice-cream cones, 
candy suckers, etc. One day, one after an- 
other children developed temporarily 
swollen cheeks. Investigation showed that 
particularly flavorful “jaw-breaker” was 
making the rounds. Each child sucked 
while, wiped off, then passed on. 
the time discovered almost half the 
had had suck. After seeing children 
survive things like that one feels that their 
Guardian Angels must kept pretty busy 
sterilizing things for them. 
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Justice and Mercy 

Upon thinking over, doesn’t seem 
you that this whole matter disease 
and immunization wonderful example 
both God’s justice and His mercy? His 
justice demanded that disease come into 
the world after the sin our first parents. 
But justice also demanded that the de- 
scendants Adam given means 
defense against disease they cared 
use it. Since the defensive way was more 
less obscure, God’s mercy stepped and 
enlightened man that discovered and 
perfected his method protection. 

are used thinking divine 
justice and mercy terms the super- 
natural that often neglect apply them 
the natural order also. result 
overlook many things which could remind 
that the world and all its creatures are 
held tenderly and lovingly God’s ever- 
lasting arms. The pupils our schools are 
spiritual children whose beauty mind 
and body the fifth commandment binds 
keep from harm. Therefore wouldn’t 
wise emulate Lady Mary’s zeal 
protecting them from disease which could 
easily and tragically maim them and 
mar that beauty?

Tests: Some Strengths and 


Weaknesses 
Sister Christine, 


Why teachers give tests? I’m proctoring 
one now and wondering. course could 
give you any number reasons, having just 
been self-survey committee whose duty 
was propound such questions and pro- 
duce the answers. But after propounding and 
producing for least six months, still 
wondering. 

Probably everyone concerned with the giv- 
ing taking tests has, some stage 
other his educational career, wondered 
about their value. The taker tests doubtless 
has had many misgivings, especially these 
tests have ever got the way his cherished 
important-at-the-moment projects. may 
have regarded them times the evil in- 
ventions hated task masters the utterly 
useless busy work that convention demands 
the end term, the convention that 
necessitates the cramming few hastily 
memorized facts into his head the night be- 
fore the dreaded ordeal. 

But his better moments might have 
regarded the test motive for reviewing 
the course, seen time for stepping back 
from the maze intricate detail and getting 
bird’s-eye view the significant. could 
have viewed stimulus his powers 
organization, challenge his intelligence. 

Givers tests know that, addition 
many other things, they can used mo- 
tives for study, means for diagnosing the 
strengths and weaknesses individual pupils, 
and norms for determining grades. But 
they also know how very unsatifactory they 
can for some those very purposes. Take, 
for Patricia, who had the mumps 
and had take her test out time. She, still 
shaky was her first day up, and she had 
not felt like the poem, wrote 
its thought, and missed the point. Her teacher, 
picking the blue book said, “Oh, 
that’s what you think the poet saying.” 
Whereupon Patricia reread the poem, grasped 
its meaning, and wrote completely satisfac- 
tory paper. Without that comment, that par- 
ticular test would have marked its taker 
very stupid person. With it, the test showed 
that she had above average mentality. But 
the other 240 takers the test had com- 
ment made them, and who knows how 
many them were not feeling par? 

there are problems consider this 
matter testing. But, the whole, forced 
should say that tests are valuable. rea- 
sons? Well, let least 
specific. 

May 22, 1948, English test was given 
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the freshmen Marygrove College. 
started ten and lasted for two hours. The 
students wrote steadily, diligently, some al- 
most feverishly, during that time, and stopped 
reluctantly when the final bell rang. After 
was over excited little groups gathered the 
hall find out, “How did you answer this?” 
“What did you say about that?” And the 
questions were put forth not merely esti- 


what the mark might be, but they 


came the result earnest desire 
probe more deeply into the thoughts stimu- 
lated the test questions; penetrate their 
possibilities; know the answers because 
the answers were worth knowing. 

What were the questions? Well, before 
tell you that, let tell you the story the 
test construction. About two weeks before 
the test given, little group Eng- 
lish teachers four, exact meet the 
conference room make plans. Each teacher 
draws slip with her assignment for the test. 
The slip might read: suitable poem 
stimulating book review significant sub- 
ject for essay. sounds easy, but those 
words mean going forth quest 
small proportions, for suitable, stimulating, 
and significant poems, book reviews, and sub- 
jects are elusive. Inevitably when searching 
for second semester material, find poems 
perfect suitability and significance for the 
first semester test and vice versa, and although 
painstakingly make note title, author, 
and page number filed away for use 
when the need arises the next year, the infor- 
mation has way not being available 
the needed moment. And suppose, even 
were, the significance, stimulation, and 
suitability would have evaporated during the 
six months imprisonment file box. 

usually have three four days for 
the quest and then return the conference 
room with our findings. That, truly, joy- 
ful hour, for when four English teachers have 
let themselves loose browse for beauty, 
even though that beauty must suitable and 
significant college freshmen, they are 
bound return with few trophies.

remote preparation, study the 
following figures speech was made: simile, 
metaphor, personification, alliteration, onoma- 
topoeia, assonance, antithesis, hyperbole, apos- 
trophe, and irony. The two common forms 
rhythm, iambic and anapestic, had been stud- 
ied connection with the structure the 
ballad stanza which formed the background 
work the Rime the Ancient Mariner. 

Preliminary work the lesson consisted 
general introduction the unit “The 
Beauty the World” Joy Reading. 
Pupil interest was stimulated collecting 
pictures showing the varied expressions that 
were possible the “sea’s face.” Any pic- 
tures reminiscent the sea, such sailors 
ships, were welcomed also, because they would 
help set the stage for the poem creat- 
ing atmosphere that certain “twang” the 
sea which aid the appreciation 
ideas. Through the reading the biographical 
facts which influenced John Masefield’s in- 


terest the sea, the pupils became acquainted 
with the author the poem studied. 
Locating information the habits gulls 
and whales provided excellent opportunity 
for reference work the library well 
supplying the necessary facts for better un- 
derstanding Masefield’s use words. Dic- 
tionary work was also assigned connection 
with some the significant phrasings used 
the poem, such “wheel’s kick,” “blown 
“running tide,” “long trick’s over,” 
and “merry yarn.” The specific nautical mean- 
ings proved the golden keys that opened 
real treasures ideas. 


The Lesson 


The approach the poem was made 
through discussion the pupils’ experiences 
with the sea. This, course, included actual ex- 
periences vicarious experiences through the 
media books, movies, radio, even sea 
shells. Since Treasure Island had been studied, 
allusions Stevenson’s descriptions the 
sea were made. Thus, through pupil discussion 
familiar lore,” enhanced the nauti- 
cal atmosphere roundabout, everyone was all 
set “to down the sea” with John Mase- 
field via the teacher’s reading the poem. 

The real appreciation the poem began 
with consideration the meanings the 
words and phrases used the author. This 
facilitated comprehension the poet’s real 
message. Then, study the figures 
speech employed, was possible re-create 
the poet’s world vividly. This was achieved 
by: (1) seeing the colors, the vast expanse 
sea, the mammoth whales, and the tall 
ship; (2) hearing the sound the waves 
lapping against the shore, the wind flapping 
the sails, and the raucous cry the sea 
gulls; and (3) feeling the poet’s mood, and 
determining whether not the poem auto- 
biographical. 

Since the form and the general rhythm 
poem influence the communication 
thought marked degree, these facts were 
next emphasized through the re-reading 
chosen parts. this way the class became 
vividly aware the various kinds poetic 
feet used, and heard the effects the lines 
flowing definite wavy motion, suggestive 
the sea. Thus, appreciation for both form 
and content was decidedly increased. re- 
sult these considerations the grandeur 
the sea, the next question was formulated: 
How does the sea perfections 
God? The individual reactions were many and 
varied. 

emphasize the individual character 
Sea Fever, other poems similar nature 
were recalled, occasioning study compari- 
sons and contrasts. This provided enrichment 
broadening the previous concept and sup- 
plying afterthought the poem studied.

One one the delegates stand, give 
their assumed name and the colony 
from which they came, and then give 
least one grievance against the 
Crown.
